OPPONENTS to plans 
to build a waste plant in 
Pinkham Way demon¬ 
strated outside Haringey 
Council’s headquarters 
on Monday. 

Campaigners were calling 
for councillors to halt the 
planning process until the 
North London Waste Plan 
consultation results are pub¬ 
lished early next year. 

The controversial plans for 
the Pinkham Way site, off the 
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North Circular Road, include 
proposals for a 15,000 square metre site, which 
will accept up to 300,000 tons of waste every 
year from seven north London boroughs, 
including Haringey. The plans were raised in a 
motion by Juliet Solomon during the full coun¬ 
cil meeting at the civic centre in the High Road, 
Wood Green, the Lib Dem councillor tried to 
get the full council to agree to wording that said 
the council was opposed to the plans. But the 
motion was amended and passed to say the 
council would continue to lobby the North Lon¬ 
don Waste Authority to delay lodging a detailed 
planning application until next year. 

Two weeks ago Labour councillors from 
neighbouring Enfield also voted through a 
motion, this time to flat-out reject any new waste

plants within their borders - including the con¬ 
troversial Pinkham Way development - and 
instead called for the focus to be on potential 
sites in Barnet. 

The move was not backed by the Tory opposi¬ 
tion, while the Labour majority also urged Bar- 
net Council not to go ahead with its plan to use 
the Pinkham Way site as a depot for its refuge 
vehicles. The Labour-led council has also called 
on Haringey counterparts to hold fire on mak¬ 
ing a decision on the Pinkham Way waste treat¬ 
ment site until the consultation of the waste plan 
has been fully reviewed. 

Haringey Council said it has successfully 
lobbied the waste authority to delay its planning 
application until a public inspector can review 


the waste plan early next year. An application 
for the publicly opposed waste plan is expected 
to be submitted from April 2012. 

Alan Strickland, cabinet member for eco¬ 
nomic development, said: “We’re determined to 
ensure we have a fair, open and transparent 
process based on good quality information. 
We’re pleased the NLWA has responded to our 
lobbying on this. 

“We’ll run an extended consultation with 
exhibitions and public forums in Haringey, 
Enfield and Barnet to make sure everyone is 
fully informed. I’ll be working closely with all 
councillors to make sure residents are kept up- 
to-date with what’s being proposed and I will 
ensure that all voices are heard.”

WHEELS have been set in motion to 
plan Alexandra Palace’s future after a 
new chief executive was appointed. 

Duncan Wilson OBE will take up his 
position this autumn and joins from the 
Greenwich Foundation for The Old 
Royal College where he has been chief 
executive for the past nine years. 

This is the first step in bringing the two 
organisations running the palace - The 
charitable trust and its trading company - 
closer together by bringing in one 
staffing structure. 

Mr Wilson will be responsible for 
taking the current £100million redevel¬ 
opment process forward to regenerate the 
palace as an entertainment and leisure 
venue. It is estimated £29m alone is 
needed just to restore the deteriorating 
building which was hit by two devastat¬ 
ing fires. 

Matt Cooke, chairman of the board of 
trustees, said: “We are delighted that 
Duncan is to join us as the new chief 
executive. With Duncan’s proven leader¬ 
ship and strong background in both 


the heritage and leisure sectors, he is 
ideally placed to ensure the right 
balance between preserving its history 
and attracting the vital commercial 
investment needed.” 

The Old Royal Naval College, under 
the direction of Mr Wilson, has become 
one of London’s top attractions with 
over one million visitors a year. He pre¬ 
viously held posts at the Department for 
Culture, Media and Sport as well as 
working as a professional archaeologist, 
having gained a postgraduate degree at 
Oxford University. 

Mr Wilson, who was awarded an OBE 
for services to heritage, added: “I’m 
excited to be joining Alexandra Palace at 
such an important time, building on the 
progress already made and strengthening 
the cultural identity of one of London' 
most famous landmarks.”

Park, received a sentence of 
15 months, and both 
received anti-social behaviour 
orders.

I N a lonely corner of 
Lauderdale House 
you will find a time¬ 
line. Instantly eye¬ 
catching it will probably 
surprise you with a 
number of facts: 1582 
the house was built; 

1670 Nell Gwynn, Charles II’s mistress, 
lived here; 1782 John Wesley preached call¬ 
ing it, “One of the most elegant boarding 
houses in England”; 1963 a fire destroyed a 
large portion of the house. 

Well, it’s hoped that timeline will soon 
have to be extended to include another sig¬ 
nificant development - 2012/2013 a £2mil- 
lion redevelopment transformed the house 
into a must-see tourist attraction. 

The arts centre in Highgate Hill will soon 
be applying for half a million pounds of 
Heritage Lottery money. If that’s a success it 
will then look to raise another £1.5m to fund 
some great-looking modern additions as 
well as looking back by making more of its 
heritage appeal. 

“It is a very exciting time to be at the 
house and the fundraising programme starts 
here,” said general manager Katherine Ives. 
“We are quietly confident of getting the half 
a million and then we have this huge oppor¬ 
tunity and this huge project. 

“Where we need help is in getting the 
word out and finding people with business 
planning skills and proper financial strategy 
skills to come on board. Obviously, if any¬ 
one’s got a cool £1.5m, that would be appre¬ 
ciated, otherwise we will be applying to lots 
of trust funds and starting an awareness 
campaign to target individuals and anyone 
coming into the house.” 

A quick tour by Katherine is an excellent 
opportunity to see what exactly will change 
at the historic building. 

At the moment everyone comes through 
the main entrance, which makes for a huge 
inconvenience, especially when there’s a 
wedding reception in the L-shaped foyer. 
But new plans will create another entrance 
around the back of the house so events can 
take place upstairs while the weddings 
progress, along with toilets near the 
entrance so no more will guests of the bride 
and groom have to cut through the cafe to 
relieve themselves! 

“We’ve got all these piecemeal, scruffy 
bits at the back which will be demolished 
and replaced by this wonderful glass-roofed 
atrium to create a second entrance along 
with an all-singing, all-dancing learning 
centre,” said Katherine, leading me around. 

“The money will also go towards all the 
infrastructure stuff - replacing all the old 
electrics and plumbing etc because you 
can’t really do a modern intervention like 
this and survive on the old which is proba¬ 
bly on its last legs anyway. The whole idea 
is to add a really nice modern feature to the 
heritage of the building but without detract¬ 
ing from the historic bit.” 

“Heritage” is the watchword here as the 
Highgate venue finally awakens to the pos¬ 
sibilities of its exceptional history. A case in 


point is an unusual¬ 
looking object near the 
entrance which bears no 
description but is, 
Katherine tells me, Nell 
Gwynn’s bath! 

“Which isn’t a bath 
and was never a bath but 
a 17th century furniture feature,” she said. 
“So we’ll have a heritage education officer 
to work within the building and highlight 
the historical features such as the bath with 
better signage. At the moment you might 
glance at a manky old bit of wood, while in 
future you will be told this is, say, a 1582 
beam, alongside the fact you are coming 
into a historic house and who lived here. 

“The whole idea is that we’ll bring in a 
whole new heritage programme to run 
alongside the arts programme and transform 
not just the building but people’s under¬ 
standing of Lauderdale House.”

Group’s fury over plan to 
raze Victorian gasholder 
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By James Lowe 

MEMBERS of a group determined to protect the 
area’s heritage are furious at plans on the table to 
demolish a Victorian gasholder to make way for 
a housing development. 

The gasholder, known as Hornsey No. 1 is ear¬ 
marked for demolition as part of the National 
Grid’s plans to redevelop the old Hornsey Gas¬ 
works in Wood Green. The company has applied 
to build 1,000 homes on the site as well as 
offices, restaurants, cafes and a new public 
square. The structure is one of only two 
remaining gasholders built using an 
innovative design developed in 1888. 

The design is an early example 
of a building style now associ¬ 
ated with the city’s Gherkin 
building and other creatively 
curved structures. 

It has no statutory protec¬ 
tion from demolition as it 
is not listed, despite an Eng¬ 
lish Heritage report which 
described it as “probably the 
world’s first geodesic 
design”. The building was 
removed from Haringey Coun¬ 
cil’s own list of buildings of architectural 
and historic interest back in 2006. 

Heloise Brown, conserva¬ 
tion adviser for the 
The Victorian ^ 

Society, said: 

“This is not 
just any old 
gasholder. 


; 


“Hornsey No. 1 will soon be the last surviving 
example of a highly innovative design and it must 
not be lost. It could be easily incorporated into a 
new development, and keeping the gasholder’s 
elegant and geometrical frame would provide a 
link with the past and a remarkable engineering 
achievement.” 

Gasholder frames have been reused success¬ 
fully in Dublin, Vienna and Germany. Permission 
has also been granted to reuse three gasholders in 
King’s Cross. The Victorian Society has written 
to Haringey Council recommending that the 
^ application is refused. 

A spokesman from National Grid said: 
“We believe our proposals offer the 
best way forward for the future 
of the site. Our design team 
have worked closely with 
councillors, planning 
officers and local resi¬ 
dents and their respective 
residents’ associations to 
create a scheme which 
takes into account the 
needs and aspirations of 
the existing community. 

We believe our plans would offer 
le best way forward in creating a new 
fully integrated vibrant quarter which

what’s on 


Life torn apart by 
loss of memories 



ANALOGUE is fast becoming one 
of the must-see theatre companies 
of the era. 

Mile End, a play about a com¬ 
muter randomly pushed under 
a train at the East End tube stop, 
quickly established the dynamic 
group, while Beachy Head further 
enhanced its reputation in a 
poignant portrait of a man who 
jumped off from the notorious sui¬ 
cide spot. 

Now, completing the trilogy, 
Jacksons Lane in Highgate 
is proud to host another challeng¬ 
ing play based around a death 
prior to its unveiling at the Edin¬ 
burgh Festival. 

In this case it’s that of Henry 
Molaison - known as patient H.M 
- who, sadly, found fame through 
personal tragedy. 

“Henry had a bicycle accident 
when he was nine years old which 
led to a series of bad, epileptic 
seizures,” said Analogue’s co-direc- 
tor, Liam Jarvis. 

“It became so bad that in 1953 
him and his parents took the dras¬ 
tic decision to go for a new form 
of brain surgery which removed 
the whole of his hippocampus 


which turns memory into long 
term memories.” 

While curing the epilepsy, and 
retaining his I.Q, the results were 
devastating as Henry lost two years 
of memory up to the operation and, 
even more seriously, lost the ability 
to form any new memories. So, 
rather like the lead character in the 
film Memento, he could only retain 
memories for up to eight minutes. 

“People who worked with him for 
years and years had to re-intro- 


duce themselves when they 
walked in the room,” said Liam. 
“The title of the show refers to the 
number of slices his brain was cut 
into and it’s interesting that there’s 
a huge amount of research on the 
case study but a lot less about 
Henry the person...”

Dig comeoacK 



ONCE again I must recalibrate my 
opinion of Ewan McGregor. From 
the coolest of Brit-pop actors - 
Shallow Grave, Brassed Off and, 
the ultimate, Trainspotting - to the 
American anti-cool of Obi-Wan 
Kenobi, Down With Love and ridicu¬ 
lous The Island, you certainly can’t 
accuse the Scottish actor of being 
pigeonholed. 

Unfortunately, in the past few 
years, he seems to have sacrificed 
cinematic credibility for cash and 
the moment his fine features 
appeared in close-up at the start of 
his latest venture, inwardly groaned 
- surely the antithesis of my reac¬ 
tion a few years ago. 

But... it is hoped... this is the 
opening salvo in his rehabilitation as 
this is a fine film and Renton, sorry, 
McGregor, is very good as the sen¬ 
sitive soul dealing with two major 
personal traumas. 

The first is that his dad (Christo¬ 
pher Plummer) died two months 
ago from cancer. The second is that 
a few years before this event his 
dad came out of the closet, throw¬ 
ing himself into a homosexual 
lifestyle with abandon. 

Now all Oliver has is his dog, 
Arthur, and vivid memories of his 


dad and eccentric mum from when 
he was very young. At a party he 
meets a beguiling French actress 
with laryngitis who can only com¬ 
municate through writing and it’s 
not long before they strike up the 
kind of leftfield relationship that 
viewers of nouvelle-vague films of 
the 1960s would be familiar. 

In many respects this is an 
unusual film - apparently based on 
the director’s experiences of his 
father coming out in old age - but 


invested with such heartfelt emotion 
that I’m positive cinema attendants 
will be finding lots of scrunched up 
tissues in their clean-up as McGre¬ 
gor turns in his best work in years. 

It is also funny, especially the 
scenes between the young Oliver 
and a mother who seems to be on 
a mission to embarrass her son as 
often as possible in public - per¬ 
haps a symptom of her terribly 
lonely home life.

SPURS SUFFER 
SANDRO BLOW

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR have been 
dealt a blow with the news that Brazilian 
international midfielder Sandro will miss 
at least the first two months of the season. 

Sandro picked up a knee injury while 
playing for his country in the Copa 
America, and has already undergone 
surgery which will rule him out until 
October at the earliest. 

An official statement from Spurs said: 
“Following consultation with an inde¬ 
pendent knee specialist, Sandro under¬ 
went surgery on his left knee in London 
on Friday. 

“The Brazil international was forced 
to withdraw from his country’s Copa 
America campaign due to injury, with 
scans confirming he had torn his lateral 
meniscus, as well as suffering a calf strain. 

“The specialist has advised a three- 
month rehabilitation period before a 
return to full training.” 

Sandro initially struggled to make an 
impact after joining Spurs for £8million 
from Internacional last year, but became 
an increasingly regular member of the 


side during the closing months of the 
campaign - and was particularly impres¬ 
sive in the two legs of their Champions 
League triumph against AC Milan. 

Meanwhile, Tottenham manger Harry 
Redknapp has revealed that fellow mid¬ 
fielder Scott Parker is unlikely to join 
the club. 

Spurs had been favourites to sign the 
reigning Football Writers’ Player of the 
Year following West Ham’s relegation 
from the Premier League, but Redknapp 
claims that the financial package involved 
means that they are almost certain to 
miss out on the England international - 
who has also been linked with Chelsea 
and Aston Villa. 

The manager told the Sunday Mirror: 
“If you take into account the fee of 
around £8m, signing on fees and wages 
then you’re talking about a £30m deal. 

“There is no way the club would 
sanction a deal for a 30-year-old who 
would have no resale value at the end of 
his contract.” 

□ Spurs’ pre-season tour of South Africa 
began with a last-gasp 1-0 defeat at the 
hands of Kaizer Chiefs on Saturday.

Sprinter Henry 
is delighted by 
world title glory 

SPRINTER Desiree Henry was unable 
to hide her delight after she claimed 
gold in the World Youth Athletics 
Championships. 

The 15-year-old from Enfield and 
Haringey Athletic Club stunned 
red-hot favourite Shericka Jackson of 
Jamaica to triumph in the 200metres 
in the French city of Lille. 

Having won her heat and then set a 
new personal best of 23.38seconds in 
winning her semi-final, Henry - who 
was the youngest member of the 
British team - fared even better in 
the final as she clocked a hugely 
impressive time of 23.25secs to claim 
gold by a substantial margin. 

“I am so happy to be a champion,” 
she said. “I have the heart for it and 
the correct mindset -1 wanted this 
so bad. 

“Not only did I get this amazing 
experience, but I also left as a world 
champion. It made me grow so much 
as an athlete. 

“I may be less experienced than 
others, but this showed me that, once 
you are on the start line, it’s 
anybody’s game.” 

Meanwhile, Enfield and Haringey 
remain on track to retain their United 
Kingdom Young Athletes League title 
after booking their place in the 
national final with a comfortable 
victory in Sunday’s regional final at 
Copthall Stadium. 

And Luke Fagan won 200m gold in 
the English Athletics Championships 
in Bedford over the weekend.
